The whole ingenious plot, to which 
the best brains of the criminal pro­ 
fession had evidently been dedicated, 
failed because a clerk in the ignition 
lock establishment disobeyed orders. 
Strict instructions bad been issued 
that th© code book, with its almost 
incalculable value, should always be 
locked in the safe when not in use. 
The safe had been locked for the 
night when this clerk, working late, 
went to put It back.

Thus was perpetrated one of the 
most daring and disturbing robberies 
In the history of American crime. 
Missing a Rich Haul 
It w as aimed at no p- tty loot, such 
as two or three million dollars in 
bonds or currency. 
It was intended 
to place at the mercy of the criminal 
element of the country automobiles 
with a value of hundreds of millions 
of dollars. 
The machine stolen was one of a 
half dozen in the United States used 
in making keys to the ignition locks 
on SO per cent of the high grade au­ 
tomobiles manufactured. 
The book 
sought in the safe contained the code 
letters and numbers of each of these 
locks. Simply by looking at the num­ 
ber on the lock of any of these cars, 
and tracing down that number in the 
code book, keys duplicating the own­ 
er's could be manufactured. 
Possession of these keys would not 
only make the actual stealing of these 
cars more simple, but would aid the 
organized bands of thieves greatly in 
disposing of stolen cars without sus­ 
picion. 


It used to be a penitentiary offense! 
—in some sections an offense reward­ 
ed with informal hanging—to steal 
a $50 horse. Now six months In jail 
is heavy for stealing a $5,000 car. 
That is one reason why automobile 
theft is on the increase. 
But the big reason is that stealing 
an automobile is so easy, and capture 
is so unlikely. Automobiles recover­ 
ed does not mean apprehension of the 
thieves. 
The recovered cars are al­ 
most always deserted. 


Revealing Erased Numbers 
A real step toward detection of dis­ 
guised cars, turned back into the 
channels of trade, has been made by 
perfecting a process for making vis­ 
ible identification numbers that have 
been filed away from metal surfaces. 
The professional thief’s first step is 
always to file away the numbers 
placed on the engine by the manufac­ 
turer and stamp new ones in their 
places. This is done so skillfully that 
only an expert can detect that a 
change has been made, and the mere 
detection of a change does nothing 
toward identifying the car. 
j 
Recently it was found that the Im­ 
pression by die of the original num­ 
ber left an invisible compression In 
the metal. 
By applying heat and 
acids to the surface, this compression 
was made visible in the form of the 
original 
figures. 
By use of this 
method the surest safeguard of the 
thief has been removed, and although^ 
the method has only recently come in­ 
to use, hundreds of cars have already 
been identified and returned to their 
owners. ‘ 
»f 
The pedigree of a used car should 
always be traced by the prospective 
buyer. The man selling the car may 
be honest, but one or two steps back- 
of him a thief may lurk. 
I 
Bringing to justice the men who, 
are getting rich in this business is 
the duty of every citizen. The police 
can't do it all. 
They have too much 
else to do. 
The first step is for the 
driver—the car owner—to be as care­ 
ful as the thief.

The next move Is to get the stolen 
goods to a friendly garage, of which 
there are dozens in every large city, 
and remove all identification marks, 
scraping the number from the body 
and filing the number from the en­ 
gine. 
New numbers are impressed 
over the old with steel dies, the body 
refinished and tires changed, possi­ 
bly, and the car is ready for market. 
If of a common make it is often sold 
where stolen. 
If conspicuous, it is 
shipped elsewhere. 
In rare cases 
stolen cars have feeen sold back to 
the owners. 
A small investment, a quick turn­ 
over. and a big profit, with mighty lit­ 
tle risk. 
No wonder this is a busi­ 
ness which is pressing bootlegging 
for Importance. 
Last year 7,107 cars were stolen In 
New York City, and 3,220 recovered— 
the lowest rate of recovery on rec­ 
ord. 
In 1918 there were 8,340 cars 
stolen, and 2,578 recovered. 
In this 
one city an increase in cars perma­ 
nently lost from 762 to 3,887 in five 
years! 
These figures are in the pos­ 
session of the Aetna Life Insurance 
Company. 


Borrowing Cars for Banditry 
These cars permanently lost were 
the grist of the professional thieving 
organizations.

there are plenty left that way—but 
made it a point to foil all of the lock­ 
smiths during his career, just as a 
matter of professional pride. 
Laugh at Locksmiths 
Gasoline feed p’pe locks, steering 
wheel locks, chained wheels, trans­ 
mission lochs—they are all pie to the 
experienced man. he avers. When he 
took n fancy to a particular car, pro­ 
tected by half a dozen or so assorted 
locks, his crew of huskies drew’ along­ 
side with truck and trailer, like any 
honest working men, and trundled the 
“disabled” prize away under the eyes 
of the law. He did it once too often, 
but it worked for 20 years.

Inadequate Funds for Support 
of Air Service Sounded in 
Patrick Report. 


(Br the Associated Tress) 
WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
22.— A 
frank statement of the “ inadequac­ 
ies” of the Army Air Service from 
a standpoint of personnel, finance, 
equipment and other essential fac­ 
tors was made today by Major Gen­ 
eral Mason M. Patrick, chief of the 
Army’s aviation forces in his an­ 
nual report to Secretary Weeks. 
“The peace organization of the 
Air Service,” General Patrick said, 
“now bears no relation to the war 
requirements and affords little or 
no foundation upon which war re­ 
quirements in either personnel or 
material can be built.” 
He abided that the 1,061 officers 
allowed the Service as a rn salt of 
the reduction of army commission­ 
ed personnel to 12,000 are “ far 
short of lequl.eineiits.” and condi­ 
tions demand “a substantial” In­ 
crease in both enlisted and com­ 
missioned personnel. 
“ As a rem it of ihtse various re­ 
ductions and Inadequacies the Air 
Service 
is operating 
on 
a 
basis 
which doe* not permit the fulfil­ 
ment of its mission.” Cent ral Pat­ 
rick declared. “ Any further reduc­ 
tion will result in greater defici­ 
encies and only a substantial in­ 
crease can enable it to meet the 
demands upon it. If the required 
number of officers were available, 
if the enlisted strength were ade- 
uate or if sufficient civilians might 
be emplojrdd the difficulties would 
not be so perplexing, but with con­ 
tinued reductions in every class of 
personnel, 
efficient 
operation 
be­ 
comes an impossibility.” 
General Patrick conceded the im­ 
possibility of developing a compre­ 
hensive airway W t-m because of 
existing conditions in the service. 
He has 
been unable, 
the 
report 
said, to establish new flying fields 
cr retain old oho* established dur­ 
ing the war in a way that would 
‘stimulate commercial aeronautics” i 
or “fulfill the 
strategic 
requite-1 
meats of national defense.” 
“ In tills connection.” the report I 
continued, “attention must be again 
invited to the deplorable conditions 
which 
prevail 
at 
all air 
service 
stations. \\ itb the exception of a 
very few isolated permanent build­ 
ings the entire air service outlay 
was initiated during* the war. push­ 
ed to hasty conclusion and design­ 
ed to last from two to four years. 
These 
accommodations 
have 
now 
been in continual use since 
1017 
and while the maintenance 
costs 
mount higher and higher with each 
succeeding year the living condi­ 
tions become more and more un­ 
satisfactory.

NEW PARTY POSSIBILITIES. 
It is practically certain that at least one new party ol 
some size will be in the field next year with the possibility ol 
several smaller ones. Of course these will d^aw considerabh 
numbers from the two old parties and may in that way exert 
considerable influence in the final result. 
On the other hand, should a third party gain sufficient 
strength to carry the electoral votes of a number of states st 
that neither of the old party nominee would have a deal 
majority in the electoral college, another interesting situation 
will develop. In such event the election would go to the lowei 
house of congress. Under the constitution each state has one 
vote and this one vote would be cast according to the part\ 
the majority of the delegation was affiliated with. In such I. 
eventuality Nevada with its one representative would have a: 
much voice in the election as New York and Pennsylvanii 
with the big delegations they send to congress. 
Twice in the history of the United States the election ha; 
gone to the house. The constitution originally provided tha 
each elector should vote for two men. The one receiving the 
highest number of electoral votes w ould be declared electee 
president, in case he had a clear majority, and the second mal 
would be declared vice president. W ashington received a un­ 
animous vote twice and John Adams receiving 
ihe 
seconc 
highest vote was the vice p re se n t. When Adams succeedec 
Washington, Jefferson was his opponent. 
Adams received 
three more votes than did Jefferson, hence the latter was the 
vice-president. At the next election, party lines were drawn 
tightly and Jefferson’s party decided to 
capture % both the 
presidency and the vice-presidency. Jefferson and Aaron Bur 
of course received the same number of votes while Adams 
was a bad third. However, the friends of Adams controlled 2 
sufficient number of states to make the vote in the house be 
tween Jefferson and Burr a tie and a serious situation re 
suited. For a time it looked as if the government might fab 
because a president could not be elected. In the end patriot­ 
ism prevailed over partisanship and some of Burr’s votes were 
switched to Jefferson and Burr became vice-president. The 
constitution was immediately amended so that each electoi 
should designate his choice for both president and vice pres! 
dent, and the election of the vice president was placed in tin 
senate which was limited in its voting to the two highest can 
didates so that an election could not fail. 
The war of 1812 destroyed the Federalist party whicl 
had opposed it so that the Democratic party was for a nu rn 
ber of years the only one. In 1828 four members of this part; 
were candidates. All received some electoral votes but nom 
a majority. Andrew Jackson was the high man with Johr 
Quincy Adams second. Henry Clay, who was either third oi 
fourth in the race, threw’ his strength to Adams and he wa: 
elected. The W hig party was organized shortly afterwards 
which in turn was succeeded by the Republican, and part.' 
lines have been closely drawn ever since. It is not likely thai 
another president will be chosen by a unimous vote as wa: 
Washington.
